Some of the bodies could not 
be recognized by the features alone, 
as in most cases the upper portion or' 
the corpses was seared or burned to 
a crisp.

ly death in the fire and panic, and 
again, feeble men and women were 
r a c k e d with anguish as they came up­ 
on some distorted body in which they 
recognized the form of a lost son or 
daughter.

morgue, 
Coroner 
Strasser empanelled a jury to sit at 
the inquest. 
After the jury had been sw’orn in 
they made an inspection of the ruins 
and went through the morgues. 
No 
• late has been fixed for the inquest. 
There were fifty-five undertakers or 
then1 representatives in the town and 
there was plenty for them to do, as all 
wore called upon to assist in prepar­ 
ing the remains for inspection and 
identification.
